Success  in  rock  gardening  depends  upon  a  number  of  factors  from 
which  we  name  three  as  most  important:  the  soil,  the  rocks  and  the 
plants. 

The  Soil:  For  general  purpose  prepare  a  porous,  moisture-storing 
soil  from  rotten  sod,  stone  chips  or  mortar  or  gravel,  and  peatmoss,  peat 
or  leafmold.  By  adding  %  to  V2  of  sand  to  this  a  light,  sandy  soil  is 
produced  as  is  often  requested.  Adding  a  rich  loamy  humus  to  it  gives 
a  soil  for  heavy  feeders,  for  fresh  humus  loving  plants  (Primulas). 

The  Rocks:  You  may  use  any  rocks  you  may  prefer  or  have  on 
hand,  but  use  them  always  for  the  benefit  of  the  plants,  for  protection 
and  as  a  cover  for  the  roots,  storing  coolness  and  moisture  during  the 
hot  summer  days.  Many  alpines  can  be  grown  successfully  only  in 
combination  with  rocks  and  gravelly  soil. 

The  Plants:  We  have  to  make  an  appeal  to  our  customers  in  their 
own  interest.  So  far  everybody  has  been  anxious  to  get  results:  a 
vigorous  growing  and  flowering  rock  garden  as  quick  as  possible.  When 
this  is  accomplished  soon  we  hear  the  owner  complain  that  the  garden 
gets  overcrowded,  that  a  few  varieties  cannot  be  stopped  from  taking 
possession  of  the  whole  space,  strangling  whatever  comes  in  their  way.

While  some  of  them  are  difficult,  most  of 
them  are  grown  quite  easily  if  not  given  too  much  sun  and  not  kept 
too  dry.  They  are  all  choice  carpeting  plants  and  there  is  no  finer 
plant  for  rock  crevices,  for  which  locations  they  ask.  Many  have 
fine  green  divided  foliage  and  we  call  them  the  mossy  saxifragas, 
while  others  form  beautiful  rosettes  with  stiff,  silvery  foliage  with 
lime  encrustings  and  we  call  this  group  the  encrusted  saxifragas. 
The  botanic  classification  divides  the  saxifragas  into  more  groups, 
but  we  shall  not  bother  with  them  here.
